(Continued from last column, the Mukden Incident.) 

Even though the Japanese Cabinet and the Prime Minister had demanded 
that War Minister General Minami terminate the affair at once, "the 
Army continued to race across Manchuria," and "on September 23, the 
Japanese troops in Korea crossed into Manchuria, without the Emperor's 
sanction, to join the Kwangtung Army." The League of Nations 
dispatched the Lytton Commiss ion , which condemned the invasion. 
Japanese public opinion would have none of that, however. On December 
19, 1932, a challenge appeared in 132 newspapers throughout Japan. 
"The press hereby declares that the (League) resolution which imperils 
the inviolable existence of the state of Manchukuo is absolutely 
unacceptable . " Japan walked out of the League in 1933 after the League 
of Nations had condemned Japan as an aggressor in Manchuria. 

Brackman devotes a chapter on the invasion of Manchuria and another one 
on the massacre in China. In the latter, he wrote about two 
signif icant -events in 1937 . The- Marco Polo Bridge Incident occurred on 
July 7; it "is remembered to this day in the Far East as Sarajevo is in 
Europe." In the evening, about 10 miles southwest of Beijing, the 
Japanese Army was maneuvering, "shots were fired," the Japanese claimed 
that the Chinese had fired on them, and the Japanese Army launched its 
invasion of China. 

From 12/13/37 to late January 1938 occurred "The Rape of Nanking...a 
ruthless reign of terror." In 1928, the Chinese nationalists had moved 
their Capital from Peking to Nanking, Nanking, a cultural and 
intellectual hub on the southern bank of the Yangtze River, contained 
about a half million people when the first Japanese military columns 
entered, the day after all Chinese forces, and about half the 
population, withdrew because Generalissimo Chaing Kai-shek decided not 
to defend the Capital. During the next six weeks, according to 
witnesses at the trials: Japanese soldiers raped 20,000 to 60,000 
Chinese women; the Red Swastika (Chinese Red Cross) buried at least 
43,000 bodies; and the streets truly were littered with corpses. 
Japanese soldiers killed tens of thousands of civilians "without any 
provocation or apparent reason whatsoever." Brackman wrote (p. 17) 
"...during the Rape of Nanking, ... no less than a quarter of a million 
men, women, and children were slaughtered over a six-week period." And 
(p. 180) these actions took place with the full knowledge of the 
Japanese High Command and the Japanese Embassy in Nanking. 

The 8/16/91 Mainichi Daily News reported on an exhibition in Tokyo with 
an article entitled "Ex-soldiers Admit Slaughtering of Chinese. w The 
article contained a picture captioned "A Japanese Imperial Army soldier 
tests his sword by beheading a Chinese during the occupation of China," 
and interviews with 3 officers involved in the Sino-Japanese War. Two 
told of chopping off the heads in public of innocent Chinese, while the 
other one said he tried every kind of torture on the Chinese to get 
promoted as quickly as possible. One said, "We believed in Japanese 
superiority over other races. We were taught that killing inferior 
people was an honorable act, something our parents could take pride in." 

Brackman wrote (p. 17, 172) that Japan' s 8-year war in China cost over 
3.2 million Chinese Army killed and wounded, over 1 million Japanese 
Army casualties, and an estimated six million Chinese civilian deaths.

Italian Politics: And Pt 11 The Kings Men.-, 
by Charles Green 

Italian politics is rare ly report ed on in this country, and perhaps 
for a good reason: it is al most irnpossible to' understand for 
outsiders and none to easy for insiders. In last issue's quiz, we 
went over sorne of the bare facts of Italian political li fe- It is 
important to understand that Italy is in essence a partyocracy, in 
which the division of power is controlled by var i olis part i es at all 
leve ls of govemment. This ex tends even to state-run esnterprises such 
as umversities and hospitals. For example, the University of Bologna 
is heavily influenced by the PDS, the ex-Cornmunist party, which enjoys 
an e leet oral plural i ty in Bologna. However, the ot her major part i es - 
Christian Democrats, Socialists, Republicans, etc. - are cut in for 
their share as well! 

This is the kind of system that reigns in most of Italy, In the 
South, though, the govemment has very litt le control as the Mafia, 
IM' dranghetz (Calabria) and Ca a v nor a (Naples) have a tight grip on 
people^s pcfitical behavior,. They will go to great lengt hs in order 
to keep their privileged posi t ion, which guarantees them political and 
economic power in those regions for the forseeable fut ure- To 
illustrates des pi te the fact that e leet ions are conducted by secret 
bal lot, the Mafia has always rnanaged to circumvent this "secrecy" by 
comparing ret ums f r orn e leet ions to their ass i g ned votes- Recently, 
an e leet oral reform law was passed in order to try and stop this. 
Instead of vot ing by nurnber for party and representative <i.e. you 
would write the nurnber of a partieular candidate next to the party 
symbol on the bal lot) the narne of the candidate would have to be 
written. The Mafia would have trouble i dent i fy ing exactly who wrote 
what - or would they? Their leaders carne up with a novel so lut i on: 
hand ing out stencils with the narnes of the chosen cand idat es. Th us, 
they could teli by the shape of the nåme on the ba 11 ot who was and was 
not voting for the Mafia' s choice in a partieular vot ing sect ion, 
Pnother example of cr im i nal ingenuity at its f i nest. 

fis one might expect, the electorate (as in much of the Western 
World) is fed up with the traditional way of conduct ing politics and 
.has been demanding change. Fringe parties - or what were f r inge 
parties - have been gathering stearn and new parties have sprung up« 
The bi g gest winner from this process so far has been the Lega 
Lombarda, or Lornbard League, which seized over i®% of the votes 
nat iona 1 ly and is now in the same league (sorry) with the traditional 
big parties. Their pl at form is based on a cornplete rest ruct ur i ng of 
the Italian political system, which would rnet amorph i ze into a 
three-region decent ral i zed republic in place of the eurrent unitary 
system- The good news in all of this is that the Fascists have not 
rnade any overall ga ins, not wavering from their usual 5% nat i ona 1 ly. 
Since another election will have to be cal led soon after the Italians 
form a government (which will hopefully happen soon - it's been over 
two rnonths since the e leet ions), the political situation will probably 
get even more mudd led. 

With a United Europe still on track, the Italian system will have to 
go through sorne big changes, both political and economic, in the 
coming years. Italians, as a recent national att it ude poll suggests, 
are beginning to doubt their old ability of pulling off last -mi nute 
political and economic rn i rad es. Perhaps they are just get ting more 
serious. Then again, perhaps Humpty is beginning to teeter-

blow up under the present adrninist rat ion or even the next one, but at 
sorne indet erminat e tirne in the fut ure. 

It is, of course, a facile argument to suggest that because ever 
increasing nurnbers of people want to emmi gråte to America that things 
must be getting better. The answer is simple, no matter what the 
state of the American econorny it is considerably better th an those in 
Central and Southern America, etc. 

Many of these problems are problems faced by rnost of the 
Industr ial i zed World, particularly Western Europe. I don' t see things 
getting better in the States, because I don' t see pol it icians being 
concemed with the issues. 

And whilst the average American rnay be getting wealthier not on ly 
are those at the bottom getting poorer, but there are ever increasing 
nurnbers of thern. But as long as we don' t fall into that category, who 
cares a bo ut thern? 



Regarding "New Year' s Resol ut i ons" (February, 1992): 

Mark Nelson: I don* t make thern, if I want to make a positive change 
in rny lifestyle I arn sufficiently st rong-w i 1 1 ed to be ab le to make the 
effort when it needs to be made. The turning over a new page at the 
start of a new year argument is for people who are unlikely to be able 
to maintain any such promise» 



Regarding "Gun Control" (November, 1991): 



Mark Nelson: It's tinden i ab 1 e that the reason why there is so much 
heavy duty crime in the States is the ease of access to Guns- American 
streets more dangerous than the streets almost anywhere eise in the 
Western world because of ease of access to Gans. The so lut i on is 
simple, move towards a system where the on us is on the owner to 
j List i fy ownership and where most weaponary is unavailable. 

Un f ort unat e 1 y this naive so lut i on f ai ls to take into account the 
political sit nat ion in the States. It seems high ly unlikely that 
there will be significant reform of the law cover ing gun ownership 
because of the large special interest groups. Then there is also the 
rnyth of personal freedorn to do what you want as long as it dossn' t 
impinge on somebody eise 1 s personal freedorn- 

fl comprirnise sol ut ion? How about making it more difficult to 
obtain a gun license and requiring some kind of road-test on basic 
aspects of gun~safety„ fli so tougher penalties on people who make 
repeat offenses.

They were made in Europe , come in bookcase boxes, and have qual ity wooden and 
plastic components. Price is $30 each or both -for $55 (prices inc! ude shipping). 
Less than 200 will ever be for-sal e in the USA, so I expect the price and value tc 
rise dramatically as soon as they are all gone, probably sametime 1 ater this year. 
Two more 1 imited edition games will be released at Essen this year.

ELFENGOLD is for 2-6 players, best with 3-5. Pl ayers are el ves digging in a 
mine for gold. Each turn, players place rocks and blanks on the board , choose where 
to move , choose whether to dig or not, and if digging choose whether to dig with a 
shovel or a pick axe. I f a player digs in a space with a rock he breaks his sneve 1 
or pick axe. I f he digs in a space without a rock, he gains gold. The game ends when 
one player has 50 gold. Pl aying time is about 60 minutes. Components include a 
gameboard, 6 wooden miners, 30 plastic shovel s, IS plastic pick axes, 30 wooden rock 
counters, a wooden dragon, 75 gold chips, and rui esV 

FISHY is for 3-6 players, best with 5-6. This is real 1 y three simple card games 
in one. In game one, players are fishmongers trying to seil their fish before they 
become too rotten to seil . In game two, players are chefs at the fish market trying 
to buy the freshest fish to cook in their restaurants. In game three, players are 
fishermen trying to seil their fish to the fishmongers. Pl aying time is 15-30 
minutes. Components include a gameboard, 6 sets of 20 wooden fish, 42 barrel cards, 
13 cat cards, and rui es. 

For $5, you may become a member of the 1200 Club. You will then be entitled to 
sel ect an individual number, and you will receive this individual! 1 / numbered copy of 
each White Wind 1 imited edition. Other benefits include a free subscription to the 
White Wind Newsl etter, automatic entry into any and all White Wind raf f les, and 
reduced prices on future White Wind unl imited edition games.
